The Enterprise professes to believe that 


it injures the mining industry of Nevada to 
advocate the free coinage of silver. 
It 


would have the newspapers of the State 
convey the erroneous idea to their readers 
that si ver mining is an prosperous and is 
carried on aa extensively with silver bullion 
at 87% cents per ounce as it v&a when sil- 
ver was $1 29.29 per ounce or would be if 
the metal was remonetized. With as much 
reason it might argue that farming would 
be as profitable with wheat.at 87% cents 
per bushel as if it brought $1 29, or try to 
convince the stooKmen of the State that 
the basinegd of producing beef and wool 
would be as prosperous if those products 
brought only throe-fourths of the present 
prices. 


Such an argument ia as silly aa any ever 


advanced by the gold bugs against the re- 
monetizitton ol silver, and can only be ac- 
counted, for in a paper published in a com- 
munity wholly dependent npon silver min- 
ing,upon the hypothesis that it was inspired 
by one of the owners of the EnttrprUe, 
who is said to be a proaounced monomet- 
alhst. 


At the present time the agricultural unc 


stock raising industries are partially recov- 
ering from a period of unparalleled depres- 
sion, but the bullion product cf the State 
in diminishing rather 
than 
increasing, 


simply and solely because at the present 
price of silver only the richest mines can 
be proStnbly worked. 
"With silver re- 


stored to its old standard the population of 
the State wonld ba doubled in a'year, capi- 
tal would seek and find profitable invest- 
ment, there would be work for the unem- 
ployed at fuir wages and the State would 
enter upon nn era of prosperity such as it 
oever enjoyed. 
K to advocate a measure 


that would bring about this muoh-to-be- 
desired result displeases the Enterprise, 
the JOUHNAL pities rather, than blames it, 
but nevertheless will continue to incur its 
displeasure so long as silver remains a com- 
modity and the Enterprise continues to be 
a gold bag auxiliary. 


IM POUTED MINKUS. 


Reports from Franklin, Washington, say 


the town has aasamed the appearance of a 
military camp. 
The coal miners struck 


against a reduction of wages and colored 
men were imported by the mine owners to 
take their places. Fences have been built 
establishing dead lines, which whites are 
not permitted to pass. The negroes ore 
kept within certain limits, so as to prevent 
them from coming in contact with the 
whites. The negroes were escorted to the 
mines by hired guards. The citizens are 
indignant and nt a public meeting adopted 
resolutions denouncing the action of the 
mining Superintendent and appealing to 
tbe Governor to enforce the provision of 
the Constitution which forbids the assem- 
bling of armed men. 


The negroes say they were induced by 


false pretenses to go to the mines and eight 
of them deserted and the others said they 
intended to leafe without accepting aid 
from the white men. The negroes were to 
work under contract at a reduction of 11 
per cent, from -what the white miners re 
ceived. 


That trouble will ensue if the negroes 


remain, there is no doubt, as public senti- 
ment is against the importation of colored 
miners from the Eist. 


A COSTLY BLUNDER. 


News comes from Washington that when 


the United States war vessel Omaha or 
rived at San Diego soon ofter the Itatn bad 
gone to eea a cipher dispatch was sent 
from tbe Navy Department to the com 
mander of the Omaha, but the dispatch 
might as well hare been sent in Arabia as 
no one aboard the ship could translate it as 
they had no key to the cipher. This doubt- 
less resulted in the escape of the Ituta uncl 
the dispatch of the Charleston in pursuit of 
her three days later from San Francisco. 


It is very evident that Secretary Tracy 


was right when he said reforms were nec- 
essary in tbe navy, bat it is also apparent 
that he is in no hurry to make them. 
It 


only costs thirty or forty thousand dollars 
to send the Charleston to Chili, and that is 
aothing for this great aud glorious country 
of ours to spend in chasing a vessel that 
might have been captured in a day if tbe 
commander of the Omaha could have in- 
terpreted his instructions.

THE JACKSON-COKBETT 


Both Men In Good Condition—Betting 


Very Light.

SAN FiiANcisoo, May 19.— Every prepara- 


tion has been made for the heavy weights 
Jim Corbett and Peter Jackson, which wil 
occur in the gymnasium of tbe California 
Athletic Olnb, Thnrsday night. Tbe men 
have trained hard and carefully and both 
are pronounced to be in first-class condi- 
tion. Jackson sprained his ankle some 
time ago by being thrown from a carriage, 
and it is still swollen slightly and an elec- 
tric battory is still being applied to it, but 
as Jackson walks twelve miles a day with- 
out difficulty, he docs not anticipate that it 
will give him any trouble on tbe evening o! 
the fight. Jackson's present weight is 
given as 197 pounds, and Oorbett's as 187 
pounds. The men will doubtless enter the 
ring close to these figures. 


All arrangements are practically com- 


pleted at the gymnasium of the California 
olnb. Twenty special policemen will be in 
attendance to preserve order. A new fea- 
ture of the contest will he the use of a ten- 
aeoood electric clock, which will be started 
by means of a lever, the instant a man 
goes down. If be remains down until the 
ten 
seconds 
aie 
completed, 
the 


olock will sound a roll on a drum and 
the defeated man's "knockout" will be an- 
nounced in this way. No better criterion 
of uncertainties with which the Corbett- 
Jackson contest abounds can be found than 
the extremely careful manner iu which the 
sports who usually bet their money on such 
affairs are acting, although it is a well 
know fact that large amounts of money 
await investment on both men, wagering 
up to the present time, has been remarl:a 
bly light and it almost looks as- if the local 
sports will let the big affair pass by without 
speculating on it at all. Even visiting 
sports, whose arrival here was preceded by 
telegraphic announcements that they were 
going to put thousands of dollars on one or 
the other of the men, are feeling their way 
with extreme caution, and it is pretty hard 
to gauge what they intend doing. A crowd 
of a couple of hundred sports gathered in 
a bettingresort last nigbt while the auction- 
eer proclaimed that he had loads of Jack- 
son money At 20 to 15 and a corresponding 
amount of Corbelt cash at 10 to 7. It was 
evident that the Jackson people consid- 
ered that they hud m ade concessions enough 
in offering 4 to 3, and an the other side 
were seemingly determined to bet only at 
the rate of 7 against 10, wageriog was at a 
standstill. Probably a compromise will 
be arrived at to-morrow and betting receive 
au impetus.

noon to-day a work train on the Hudson 
River Road was blown to atoms near here 
by an explosion of dynamite being trans' 
ported to use in track construction. There 
were 33 men on the train, 18 of whom were 
killed and the remainder severely, some 
fatally -wounded. Many of the dead were 
blown into the river and five bodies etill 
remain there. 
The train was torn to 


atoms, tracks ripped from tbe road bed, 
and a great hole torn in tbe forth. There 
were 24 cages of dynamite on tbe first car 
of the train.
